Author wins 
£10,000 prize

A NOVELIST and academic 
from Ely has won yet another 
prestigious prize for his novel 
set in 18th-century New York. 

Francis Spufford’s first 
novel Golden Hill gained 
yet another accolade after 
scooping the Royal Society 
of Literature’s Ondaatje prize 
last week. 

Judges decided Spufford’s 
“unpredictable, exhilarating, 
protean novel” was the best 
of six titles shortlisted for the 
£10,000 prize, which goes to 
a work that best evokes the 
“spirit of a place”. 

Judge Henry Hitchings 
praised the author’s ability 
to “make the details so deli¬ 
cious” in his artful recon¬ 
struction of an era and coun¬ 
try so different from our own. 

He said: “ Golden Hill stood 
out as a book with an aston¬ 
ishingly rich understanding 
of place. It’s a densely woven 
portrait of colonial New York, 
teeming with vitality and hu¬ 
manity.” 

The judges were unani¬ 
mous in their praise of Spuf¬ 
ford’s recreation of New York 
in its earliest years, which 
Hitchings said drew on “pro¬ 
found research to evoke the 
spirit of another age, yet 
wears that research lightly”. 

At the award ceremony in 
London on Monday night, 
Spufford said: “Since all that 
remains of the place that I 
evoked in my book is a street 
plan and a metal railing, I feel 
that I must point out that I 
made it all up.” 

Golden Hill, which has al¬ 
ready won the 2016 Costa 
first novel prize and is a final¬ 
ist for the Desmond Elliott 
first novel award, is written 
in mock 18th-century prose, 
and draws on Henry Fielding 
for inspiration. 

It tells the story of young 
Mr Smith who arrives in 
New York - at this point a 
scrub of a port populated by 
chancers, entrepreneurs and 
ne’er-do-wells - with a bill 
for £1,000, much to the sus¬ 
picion of the locals. 

It is the Cambridge-based 
author’s first venture into 
fiction, after five critically 
acclaimed non-fiction out¬ 
ings, including the Orwell

Prize-nominated Red Plenty, 
which fused fiction and non¬ 
fiction in a history of the 
USSR during a brief period 
under Nikita Khrushchev. 

The 53-year-old told The 
Guardian that Golden Hill 
had started off as a non¬ 
fiction history, but the char¬ 
acters of Smith and Tabatha

had “wandered over from the 
other side of my brain”. 

He added that it had taken 
him so long to try fiction “be¬ 
cause it’s taken me that long 
to be on reasonable terms 
with my own psyche”. 

Spufford has said writing a 
novel felt “more honest” after 
a career in non-fiction. 

The book won from a 
shortlist dominated by de¬ 
buts. Rose Tremain’s The 
Gustav Sonata was the only 
title on the shortlist that was 
not by a first-timer. 

Of the remaining four con¬ 
tenders, three were novels 
- Rebecca Mackenzie’s In a 
Land of Paper Gods, Kei Mill¬ 
er’s Augustown and Barney 
Norris’s Five Rivers Met on a 
Wooded Plain. The sole non¬ 
fiction novel on the shortlist 
was Amy Liptrot’s memoir 
The Outrun.

A STAUNCH Cambridge United fan who suf¬ 
fered catastrophic brain injuries attended a 
charity football match dedicated to him and his 
family in Ely on Sunday. 

Simon Dobbin, from Mildenhall, was left un¬ 
able to walk or talk after he was attacked after a 
football match in Southend in March 2015. 

Sunday’s event saw Simon, his wife 
Nicole and daughter Emily, 18, attend the 
match at Ely City Football Club’s Unwin 
Ground. 

Ex-Premier League footballer Nigel 
Winterburn, who played for Arsenal as 
a left-back, was the most notable name 
to play in the match, as well as ex- 
Cambridge United players Danny Pot¬ 
ter, Liam Hughes, Daniel Chillingworth, 
and Tes Bramble, brother of ex-Sunderland 
player Titus Bramble. 

There was also an auction of football 
shirts signed by players including Phil Jag- 
ielka, Andrei Kanchelskis, Martin O’Neill, 
Alan Shearer, Harry Kane, Laurent Kosciel- 
ny, and a portrait signed by top jockeys, in¬ 
cluding Frankie Dettori. 

Nicole said: “It was amazing, there was 
such a good turn out. We had around 500 
people turn up, and made over £1,000 on 
the door alone. Simon absolutely loved it, 
he was really happy.” 

The event was organised by Dave 
Boughtwood-Eason who wanted to help 
out Simon’s family after hearing the news. 

He said: “It was quite overwhelming. I’d 
never met the Dobbins before, so to meet 
them was a surreal moment. After every¬ 
thing they’ve gone through, it’s nice that 
we can give something back to them.” 

Dave added that he’ll be organising an¬ 
other event for Simon next year, which 
will be “even bigger and better”.

Woman, 23, killed in rail incident 


A 23-YEAR-OLD woman was 
killed at Dimmocks Cote level 
crossing, near Ely early on 
Monday. 

British Transport Police said 
her body was discovered soon 
after 6am. She has not been 
named, but a spokesman 
said: "A 23-year-old woman 
has sadly died after her body 
was discovered on the railway 


close to Dimmocks Cote 
crossing, near to Ely." 

He said officers had been 
called to the scene shortly 
after 6am alongside the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service. 

The spokesman added: 
"Specialist officers are 
providing support to the 
family. Her injuries are 


consistent with being struck 
by a train. 

"This incident is not being 
treated as suspicious and a 
file will be prepared for the 
coroner." 

The incident brought rail 
traffic to a halt for more 
than three hours, and train 
operators said replacement 
buses were brought in.

County crime 
deputy resigns

DEPUTY Police and Crime 
Commissioner Andy Coles 
has resigned over claims 
about his behaviour as an 
undercover detective. 

He was accused of ma¬ 
nipulating a 19-year-old po¬ 
litical activist into having a 
sexual relationship with him 
while he was working un¬ 
dercover for the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police in the 1990s. 

Mr Coles announced his 
resignation in a statement 
on Monday. 

He said: “There have been 
news reports over the week¬ 
end about which I am un¬ 
able to comment. 

“This coverage is sig¬ 
nificantly impacting on my 
ability to carry out my duties 
as Deputy Police and Crime 
Commissioner. 

“I have therefore today 
tendered my resignation 
with immediate effect, 
which Police and Crime 
Commissioner Jason Able- 
white has accepted. 

“I am aware that the alle-

gations have been referred 
directly to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commis¬ 
sion (IPCC).” 

On Friday, The Guard¬ 
ian reported that Mr Coles 
went undercover, posing as 
a removal van driver to spy 
on the work of animal rights 
groups between 1991 and 
1995. 

His accuser, known only 


as ‘Jessica’, said she met him 
in 1992 when she was shar¬ 
ing a house with activists, 
which he visited regularly. 
She claimed that on one 
visit, he kissed her when the 
two of them were alone and 
a sexual relationship later 
developed. 

Several people subse¬ 
quently called on Mr Coles, 
who is also a local coun¬ 
cillor, to resign, including 
Daniel Zeichner, a par¬ 
liamentary candidate for 
Cambridge. 

Cambridgeshire’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Jason Ablewhite made a 
similar statement. 

It read: “Following news 
reports over the weekend, 
Deputy Police and Crime 
Commissioner Andy Coles 
has taken the decision to 
resign from his post with 
immediate effect. I have ac¬ 
cepted his resignation. 

“The matter has been re¬ 
ferred directly to the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) for their 
consideration, therefore, I 
will not make any further 
comment.”

AT the risk of repeating myself, 

I urge less complacency by food 
shoppers. 

On Saturday the only British 
bacon in Tesco was more expensive. 
Same with tomatoes, lamb, etc. 

How can it be cheaper to import 
food that is in season here? 

Is this the result of mass building 
on farmland? Many farmers 
have given up, owing to lack of 
support and interest by successive 
governments, petty regulations from 
the EU and greedy supermarkets. 

At last some supermarkets are 
now selling imperfect fruit and 
vegetables, much cheaper but many 
ignore them. 

Our local councils should hang 
their heads in shame at the amount 
of building they pass on farmland, 
properties that are far too expensive 
for local people incidentally. 

Supermarkets should not penalise 
British producers/farmers by 
importing so much seasonal fruit, 
veg and meat. Given the exchange 
rates it makes no sense that foreign 
food is cheaper than British.

New mayor 
an old hand 
at the job 

ELY'S new mayor was sworn in at a 
ceremony held at The Maltings on 
Monday night. 

Called in by the town crier, 
outgoing mayor Councillor Ian 
Lindsay handed over the chains of 
office to district councillor Richard 
Hobbs, who has pledged to make 
Ely a dementia friendly city. 

More than 100 people turned 
out, including former mayor Cllr 
Lis Every, to celebrate Cllr Hobbs 
being elected Mayor of Ely for the 
fourth time. 

Speaking to the News, Cllr 
Hobbs said he wanted to help 
people battling the degenerative 
illness and make Ely a "place for 
all". 

He said: "We live in the most 
exciting times for Ely, with the new 
cinema and the bypass coming to 
fruition and the new sports centre.

A FORMER footballer has completed a 150- 
mile cycle - little more than 10 months after 
losing both his lower legs in a hit-and-run 
crash. 

Shaun Whiter, 28, joined around 100 peo¬ 
ple on a two-day tour of Suffolk on Sunday 
and Monday using a specially built handcy- 
cle. 

“It was an amazing experience,” said Shaun. 
“I had just over two months practice on the 
handcycle, trying to fill it in between rehab 
and other commitments. It was tough, but it 
was the people that kept me going through it. 
To see everyone at the end, people who had 
been there in the highs and lows, those who 
had cheered me through the 150-miles - it 
was a huge lift and a sense of pride. 

“Without a doubt, the reason why I did this 
drives you on. The whole reason was to raise 
awareness for the charities. 

“The more money we raise for them will 
enable someone to be saved the same as I 
was last year.” 

Shaun, who lives in Burrough Green, was 
left for dead at the side of a road near New¬ 
market last summer after fan Adamec, from 
Haverhill, crashed into him - pinning Shaun 
between his own BMW and another car. 
Friend foey Abbs, who played for Soham 
Town Rangers, was also left injured. 

After fleeing the scene, Adamec was caught 
and jailed for more than three years after he 
admitted causing serious injury by danger¬ 
ous driving. 

The 150-mile ride was aimed at raising 
money for Ipswich Town’s adopted charity, 
Prostate Cancer UK, but cyclists had the op¬ 
tion of choosing a different charity instead. 

The former Newmarket FC footballer 
raised £2,825 for the East Anglian Air Ambu¬ 
lance and Friends of Ipswich Town charities. 

Shaun has made astonishing progress in 
his recovery, learning to walk on prosthetic 
legs only five months after the accident. 

As for his next challenge, the former foot¬ 
baller says he “is on track” to walk down the 
aisle on prosthetic legs with fiance, Charlotte. 

“I can’t wait to get married,” said Shaun. 
“I’m counting down the days.”

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

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A story for the, 
young ones... 

Adrian Edmondson reveals how turning 60 and the 
death of his friend Rik Mayall have affected him. As his 
debut children's novel is published, he tells HANNAH 
STEPHENSON why family remains his priority 


A drian edmondson is 

admiring a poster of 
himself and his late friend 
Rik Mayall, embellished 
with smaller pictures of 
the pair in different guises at the 
bottom of the frame. 

Since his friend and comedy 
collaborator's death in 2014 from a 
heart attack, he has kept his 
counsel on how he copes with the 
loss of the man he starred with in 
hit Eighties and Nineties comedies 
The Young Ones and Bottom. 

They had been close pals since 
meeting at Manchester University, 
cutting their teeth at The Comedy 
Store before gaining fame in 
Channel 4's The Comic Strip 
Presents... with the likes of Dawn 
French, fennifer Saunders (who 
Adrian went on to marry) and other 
young comedy stars of the time. 

He has, however, touched on 
death in his debut children's novel, 
Tilly And The Time Machine, about 
a seven-year-old who lives with her 
scientist dad, the inventor of a time 
machine, and wants to be 
transported back to her sixth 
birthday party when her mummy, 
who had cancer, was there. 

“Part of the inspiration for this 
book is looking at death," he 
explains. “I found I could write 
about adult things more easily in a 
children's book than I could when I 
was trying to write an adult novel." 

Adrian, who turned 60 this year, 
found it difficult to show emotion 
publicly following Rilc's death. He 
was a pallbearer at the funeral. 

“It feels intrusive having to 
explain yourself, which is why 
people write. You process 
it in a different way." 

His friend's death, 
he says, came as a big 
surprise. 

“He was like a 
brother. It's just very 
weird when someone 
like that pops off. 

“I miss the man who 
would laugh at my most 
stupid jokes. We had a 
little shorthand of texts. I 
mean, fennifer's very funny and 
laughs at 90% of my jokes, but there 
are 10% which only Rik would 
laugh at - and now I don't really 
have an audience for those." 

After Rik's death, Adrian went to 
three therapy sessions, before 
finding a book that helped him 


more. He says: “I discovered 
stoicism, the proper philosophy 
rather than the dictionary 
definition, which is stiff upper lip. 

“I read a book by lules Evans 
called Philosophy For Life: And 
Other Dangerous Situations and 
I've been a lot better since then. 

“You start to learn that you can 
have different responses to things. I 
have definitely mellowed. 

“Very little annoys me now. I 
work on not being annoyed." 

While his new book is gentle and 
funny, it also touches on cancer, a 
subject close to home after wife 
fennifer was diagnosed with breast 
cancer in 2009. He has previously 
said lots of people get cancer, it's 
part of life, and that people 
shouldn't be defined by it. 

“It's boring to treat people 
who've had cancer and survived as 
'cancer survivors' for the rest of 
their lives. They're just people." 

The couple have been married 
for 32 years and guarded 
their privacy throughout. 
“The secret (of a 
happy marriage) is 
don't talk about it. 
Any couple that start 
talking about 
themselves in 
glowing terms in the 
papers usually end up 
divorced the week after." 
Professionally, it's clear 
there is no competition 
between them. She's won all the 
awards in the house - apart from 
his Celebrity MasterChef gong from 
2013 - but it doesn't rankle. 

“People worry about this, don't 
they? They think it must be horrible 
being married to a successful 
woman but I don't think it is. I'd

Later this year, Adrian will be 
filming a new four-part ITV police 
drama called Bancroft, in which he 
plays a policeman who wants his 
female counterpart's job, so there 
are no thoughts of retirement. 

But the deaths of Rik and several 
other friends have made him 
consider his own mortality. 

“I recently turned 60, which I'm 
having a bit of trouble with. It just 
seems very old. When I was a 
teenager, 60 seemed pretty close to 
death. You'd expect people to die in 
their 60s of old age. I suppose that's 
gone up to late 70s or 80s 
now - well, it has for me! 

“I feel that you're 
generally going uphill in 
life but I've gone over the 
crest and although the hill 
might still be quite long 
on the way down, I 
definitely feel I'm looking 
down. 

“It's made me 
rationalise what I enjoy 
and make sure I do what I enjoy. 
I'm not as desperate as I was. I've 
decided what I am. 

“After a long time of being a 
pretend comedian, I've decided 
I'm a writer of children's books and 
an actor - two jobs which fit each 
other like a glove, because they fill 
in the gaps for each other. And I'm 
very happy doing those things." 

His first children's book may 
touch on death, but it also 
celebrates life as Tilly surrounds 
herself with happy pictures of her 
mother. Rather like the poster of 
Rik and Ade, which remains firmly 
fixed to his wall.

much rather be married to a 
successful one than an 
unsuccessful one." 

Family is hugely important to 
Adrian, whose first marriage was 
short-lived. When he proposed to 
lennifer, he said: “Will you marry 
me and can we have children?" 

“I don't know where that came 
from, because it never occurred to 
me with any other girlfriend," he 
says, laughing. 

They have three grown-up 
daughters and three grandchildren, 
on whom he dotes. 

“I do like children," he 
says. “I find them 
immense fun. I know 
people who see their 
children as a duty - and 
that must be hard. But 
there's nothing I like 
more than the company 
of kids, even when they 
are grown up. Ours are 
always around and I 
really enjoy it. It feels like 
what it's about and it's 
uncomplicated." 

While they have kept the family 
home in Devon, the couple spend 
most of their time at their house in 
central London, which they bought 
to be near the children. 

Only one of their daughters, 
Beattie, 29, has gone into acting. 

She stars in the comedy fosh, and 
lennifer has already guest-starred 
twice as her on-screen mother. 

“It's always a bit of a worry when 
your kid says, 'I'm funny! When she 
told us 10 years ago that she was 
doing a show at university and did 
we want to see it, we went up 
thinking, 'Oh God! Suppose it's just 
awful!' But it wasn't. She's good at 
what she does."

T HE showbiz calendar is a 
busy one filled with glitz, 
glamour, limousines and 
celebrities.

The Toronto International 
Film Festival - TIFF to its friends - is 
entering its 41st year and with a 
line-up of400 films, it's more than 
capable of competing with these more 
famous movie business meccas. 

I flew in on Air Canada's new 777 
Dreamliner, and arrived to a 
bustling city and a temperature of 
36°C, which was a bit of a surprise in 
September. It's at times like this you 
appreciate that air-conditioned 
limo, although, in a pinch, the 
recently introduced Union Pearson 
Express will get you downtown from 
Toronto Pearson in 25 minutes, 
costing a fiver each way. 

I check in to the impressive Delta 
Hotel on Lower Simcoe, in the new 
SoCo (Southern Core) area, a trendy 
mix of restaurants and bars. The 
blue glass exterior reflects the iconic 
CN Tower, and below it is Ripley's 
Aquarium, both of which I am

looking forward to visiting. 

In the bright, airy atrium, I am 
greeted by the cheerful concierge 
who shows me around. 

As I’m on a tight schedule, I head 
up to my room, where floor-to-ceil- 
ing windows offer a view that is 
simply stunning. The restaurant, 
whiskey bar and executive floor 
offer similar vistas. 

But first, food. Toronto's many 
communities from the Brewery and 
Financial Districts to SoCo and 
Lawrence Market offer something 
for every palate. 

Scaramouche offers yet more 
views, with the opportunity to grab a 
panoramic shot while enjoying 
excellent pasta and seafood. 

Then to bed, ready for the next 
day's city tour and a bucket list 
entry, the CN Tower’s Edgewalk. 

A hearty breakfast prepares me for 
two extremes: seeing the entire city 
on one of the many hop on, hop off 
buses, then my walk around the 
outside of the CN Tower with 
nothing but a strap and fetching 
orange jump suit to protect me.

I catch the bus at the bustling 
Yonge and Dundas intersection 
between downtown Garden District 
and Moss Park. Leaving every 20 
minutes, the tour costs £22 for an 
adult ticket, £12 for children and £63 
for a family ticket. There are 22 
points of interest along the way, plus 
the chance of a harbour cruise. 

The two hours fly by thanks to the 
tour guide's commentary and 
regular photo stops. You can hop on 
and off at the designated spots, and 
there's a comfort break halfway 
round the circuit. The company also 
offers visits to Niagara Falls, but plan 
them carefully to ensure you don’t 
have to rush it. 

Towering over the Toronto 
skyline, the CN Tower stands 1,815 
feet above Downtown, and boasts 
the world's highest full-circle 
hands-free walk. Whatever your 
brain might tell you, it's very safe. 

After a safety briefing we head to 
the glass lift then we're up and out. 

From the top of the tower you get 
the best view of Toronto possible 
without climbing aboard a helicop¬ 
ter. The adrenalin courses through 
your body - and it's all captured on 
camera to share with friends. 

Would I do it again? Yes, but next 
time at night, which apparently is a 
completely different experience. I'm 
so overcome I buy a mug and a 
fridge magnet. 

After hitting the heights, I dive 
underground to Ripley's Aquarium, a 
TARDIS-like attraction that seems 
bigger on the inside than the outside. 

It offers a totally immersive 
spectacle with plenty of opportunity 
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to have your photo taken with the 
exotic sealife swimming above you. 
Grabbing a selfie with a shark is 
obligatory for any tourist. 

At the end of the tour, you head 
upstairs into a setting that looks as if 
you're standing on a beach with the 
vast sea in front of you. In true Ripley's 
style, it has to be seen to be believed. 

The same could be said of that 
evening's outing to TIFF and the 
premiere of The Magnificent Seven 
reboot, in the company of the stars of 
the film, Denzel Washington, Ethan 
Hawke, Chris Pratt, Peter Sarsgaard 
and the gorgeous Haley Bennett. Like

said, Toronto does A-list well. 

The city pretty much closes its 
centre down at night for the event, so I 
finish star-gazing and head off to take 
in the TIFF buzz. Something is 
happening on every street corner, and 
the city bristles with selfie sticks. It's 
2am by the time I make it back to bed. 

The next day I head for the Royal 
Ontario Museum. I've visited it before, 
to see China's Terracotta Army. 

Now, the main attraction is US 
sculptor Dale Chilhuly, who uses the 
mediums of ice, water, glass and neon. 

His works are stunning, even to my 
untrained eye. Two hours later, I find 


myself in El Catrin, an eatery in the 
trendy Distillery District. 

If you're after Mexican food, and 
experimental cocktails, this is the 
place. Elsewhere, check out Dhoba, 
one of the city's finest curry houses. 

At the weekend, take in a baseball 
game at Rogers Arena -1 watch the 
Toronto Blue Jays play the Boston Red 
Sox. Even if you've never seen a game 
before, the whole show that is major 
league baseball is intoxicating. The 
Jays win, adding to the feelgood factor. 

My last day in Canada is a relatively 
short one but I still manage to cram in 
one more restaurant, the Good Son. 

Set in Queen Street West, at first 
Good Son looks as though you may 
have wandered into a cross between 
an antique store and book shop. 

They haven't updated in many years 
yet it's still bang on trend. The food 
spans great sharing dishes such as jerk 
shrimp and steak tartare to their own 
wood oven pizza. I opt for seared 
Digby scallops with cauliflower risotto 
and crispy capers. 

You can't help but marvel at the 
ever-changing landscape here. There's 
the bright lights of Downtown; the 
trendy Brewery District; there's Queen 
Street West and the up-and-coming 
SoCo. You're never short of something 
to eat, drink and see in this beautiful 
city at any time of year. 

I'm already considering coming 
back for the Christmas Markets...

M ENTION a new car is 87mm

The answer is to sit inside the all- 
new SEAT Ibiza supermini and the 
penny will drop.

But most people will be impressed 
because the new five-door Ibiza - the 
three-door and ST estate versions 
have been dropped from the range - 
is the roomiest in the supermini class 
and along with its stylish looks and 
vastly improved interior furnishings 
and fittings it sets new levels for a car 
in this class. 

Much of the extra space is due to 
the car's new platform - it's called the 
MQB A0 and SEAT is the first to use it 
in the Volkswagen Group - and with a 
body that is 30 per cent stronger, the 
latest Ibiza has a far more solid feel 
about it out on the road. 

SEAT is lucky in being part of the 
Volkswagen empire since it can let 
its parents do all the engineering and 
technical homework on engines, 
chassis and the like and then cream 
off what it wants. 

That allows the SEAT designers to

come up with attractive looks and 
smarter interior layouts for their own 
brand of cars. 

A simple solution of course and one 
that has paid big dividends for the 
Spanish car maker, originally regarded 
as a lame duck when VW took it over 
back in 1986. 

The new Ibiza stands out from 
the crowd with striking and stronger 
bodylines. It also sits better with lower 
looks and has rather natty styled 
triangular front lights, all making the 
car more grown-up. 

It's certainly a totally different kind 
of supermini compared to the first 


edition Ibiza from 1984. That one was 
designed by the famous Italian stylist 
Giorgio Giugiaro and was regarded 
then as being very avant garde. 

Times (and tastes) have moved 
on and the latest Ibiza is really 
impressive, not only because of the 
vastly improved interior space and 
trim levels but the way the car actually 
drives - a crucial factor of course. 

Relying on VW powertrains the 
new Ibiza has the 'in-house' three- 
cylinder 1.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine with a choice of 74, 94 or 
114bhp outputs plus a new 1.5-litre 
petrol engine offering 148bhp which 


appears in the 'go-faster' FR model. 

That version will naturally appeal 
to the younger brigade, particularly 
as SEAT says there are no plans for a 
sports Cupra edition in the new Ibiza 
range. 

Most of the new line-up has a five- 
speed manual gearbox, although the 
quicker versions do have a six-speed 
transmission, while the trim levels 
remain much as in the current SEAT 
model ranges, starting with the S, 
then SE, then the SE Technology with 
a choice of 74 or 94bhp followed by 
the more sporty FR trio and a pair of 
the top spec XCELLENCE models. 

With the new engines and the new 
chassis the quality and refinement of 
the drive and ride are far better than 
on previous generations. 

SEAT bosses expect the SE 
Technology model with the 1.0-litre 
94bhp engine under the bonnet 
and coming in at £15,255 to be the 
linchpin in the new range - and it's 
easy to see why because it has the 
ideal combination for most drivers in 
terms of performance and satisfaction. 

It clocks in with an acceleration of 0 
to 62mph of 10.9 seconds, combined 
fuel consumption of 60.1 mpg, C02 
of 106k/km, sits in VED Band E, 
insurance group 11 and with a BiK 
rating of 20 per cent. 

For a driver looking for a cheaper 
option then the entry-level 1.0-litre 
74bhp Ibiza S at £13,130 is a decent 
enough buy.
